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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-20 are allowed over the prior art of record because none of the prior art of record 
teaches or fairly suggests the claimed feature of using a register bits to identify the portions of the first 
object cache that include live objects that were not processed so that the first object cache will be 
rescanned in only the portions of the first object cache that are identified by the bits set in the register 
during an in-cache garbage collection process as recited in the independent claim 1 , lines 2-9; claim 7, 
lines 2-10; claim 12, lines 2-12; and claim 17, lines 3-11.
